I'm curious about the "challenging" bit above- anything I should be aware of 
that won't be obvious or typical of trying to operate 50-year old equipment? 


As far as which aircraft used the ARC-1, I can add that some FM-2 Wildcats 
(GM produced F4F) carried the ARC-1 late in the war. This info comes from a 
reprint of the FM-2 Pilot's Handbook that was dated 15 June 1945. Under 
"Operation of Radio Equipment" the FM-2 handbook states: 


"The FM-2 airplanes are equipped with three different radio installations. 


All the installations will eventually be changed in service to accommodate 
the AN/ARC-1 Communications Equipment, the AN/ARR-2 Navigation Equipment, and 
the BC-1206 Range Receiver..." 


With the end of the war near, and with it obsolesence and scrapping of the 
Wildcats, many probably never got their ARC-1s.

Was the ARC-1 ever sold directly to the civilian market, or were all the 
units in civilian use military surplus? My ARC-1 has an ARINC property tag, 


but no "US Property" or similar markings. 


In the course of some other research at the local branch of the National 
Archives, I found some documents filed by Pan Am's maintenance base at San 
Francisco with the local Civil Aeronautics Administration concerning radio 
installation and maintenance. I've got three data points about Pan Am's use 
of the ARC-1 in the ‘50s: 


July 1954 ARC-1 is standard VHF xcvr in Pan Am C-54/DC-4 aircraft 
October 1955 ARC-1 is standard VHF xcvr in Pan Am DC-6B aircraft 
May 1956 ARC-1 is standard VHF xcvr in Pan Am Boeing 377 Stratocruiser 


It's interesting to note that Pan Am stated that their overhaul period for 
the ARC-1 was six months, with inspections at 160, 320, and 640 hours. I 
wonder what an "overhaul" consisted of?

Acclaimed ham radio icon Milton F. ''Doug'' DeMaw, W1FB, died 
September 28. He was 71. One of the most widely published technical 
writers in Amateur Radio, DeMaw was diagnosed with leukemia earlier 
this year and had been in failing health in recent weeks. 


DeMaw was first licensed in 1950 as W8HHS. An electrical engineer, 
he was a member of the ARRL Headquarters staff for 18 years--from 
1965 to 1983--and served as Technical Department Manager and Senior 
Technical Editor from 1970 to 1983. During his tenure at HQ, DeMaw 
served as editor of The ARRL Handbook. In 1970, he engineered the 
shift in emphasis toward solid-state design in QST and the Handbook. 


He has hundreds of articles in QST and other publications to his 

credit. DeMaw also was founder and publisher of VHFer Magazine. (His wife, 
Jean, W1CKK, also worked on the Headquarters staff.) DeMaw was a life 
member of the ARRL and a senior member of the IEEE. 


After retiring to the family farm in Luther, Michigan, he was 

elected chairman of the Lake County Board of Commissioners and 

continued to write books and articles. He also tried his hand in the 
Amateur Radio business as proprietor of Oak Hills Research. Among his other 
books, DeMaw wrote W1FB's Design Notebook, W1FB's QRP Notebook, W1FB's 
Antenna Notebook, and The ARRL Electronics Data Book, which remain popular. 
In recent years, DeMaw also penned a regular column for CQ magazine. 


A former ARRL colleague, Membership Services Manager Chuck 

Hutchinson, K8CH, counted DeMaw among his friends. ''Doug loved to 
experiment with circuits and antennas. He also loved to encourage 

others to try their hand at building,'' he recalled. Hutchinson said DeMaw 
not only wrote prolifically about ham radio but also about gardening, 
another of his avocations. ''He was an avid gardener and cook,'' he said. 
DeMaw also was an outdoorsman and hunter. ''He loved to hunt with bow and 
rifle--both modern and muzzle loader. He was very good at throwing a knife 
or hatchet,'' Hutchinson said. Paul Pagel, N1FB, also was one DeMaw's 
colleagues during his days at ARRL HQ. ''Amateur Radio benefited greatly 
from his work,'' Pagel said. ''He was a multifaceted man. I doubt there was 
anything he couldn't do if he set his mind to it.'' Jerry Hall, K1TD, who 
also worked with DeMaw during his years at HQ, called DeMaw a writer of 
‘Tuncanny'' ability. ‘''Doug could write it once, and it was done,'' he 
recalled. 


Survivors include DeMaw's wife, Jean, and a son, David, N8HLE, a 


technical writer who lives in Connecticut.

This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad.

users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines:

2) DO NOT post endless "xxx is sold" to the entire list... you offered 
it for sale, and it is not considerate of list resources (which 
include the time and energy of the other list members) to burden 
the list with these senseless notices. Use direct email to those 
who responded, or, if you don't want to answer them personally, 
just don't use the list to advertise them for sale! 


3) AVOID even the mere faint appearance that you are posting items 
for sale as a regular adjunct to your business dealings. This has 
become more of a problem lately with some long lists showing up 
regularly on the main list, or with dealers who appear to be using 
the list for their personal advertising advantage. Failure to 
observe these basics xwill* result in banishment from the list -- 
just don't do it!

4) DO be considerate of those on the list in your for sale or wanted 
postings. Keep them short, infrequent, and ONLY include items 
specifically appropriate to the list -- NO solid state gear is 
obvious, but try to avoid pushing the envelope in any area.

Hello BA experts. Ready for a little detective work? 


I have a newly purchased R-390A that I've spent the last couple of evenings 
working on. Before starting the power up process, I found one bad 26Z5 and 
an 8 amp fuse (!) in the HV section. Replaced it with proper 1/8 amp. This 
may have been a case of "uninformed" previous owner thinking 1/8 was an 8 
due to poor label on the back panel. 


No sign of problems with HV system. Ohmmeter check resulted in typical 
capacitor kick then increase in resistance to chassis as caps charged up, 
which max'ed out at about 10k Ohms. Also found that the selenium rectifier 
(for break-in relay power) was disconnected. 


The previous owner had said the receiver was operating well but I brought 

it up slowly with a Variac (tm) with 150 Watt lamp in series. It was burned 
in for several hours at reduced voltage then line voltage was slowly increased 
up to normal. The receiver was operated for several hours at line voltage, 
typically about 120 vac, and the radio was operating ok. 


Then something happened. There was a grunt from the radio, a possible 
instantaneous increase in tube glow, and the R-390A quit playing. I think 
the workbench lights may have changed intensity, too, but I can't say for 
sure or whether they were responding to a line spike or to an increased load 
from a receiver fault. 


Starting over again, all I found wrong was TWO burned out 26Z5's, both with 
filaments open, with a visually observable gap in the filaments near one 

of the supports inside each tube. No other tubes were hurt. The radio is 
again operating normally but I am really paranoid about operating it! Maybe 
this is a good candidate for a solid state HV rectifier upgrade. 


So here's my dilemma: Could this have been a power line glitch which took 
out only the 2625's, or did something happen in the radio to blow the tube 
filaments? 


What could blow tube filaments but return to normal again without causing 
other failures? 


It seems possible that a transformer could arc over internally and put HV on 

a filament winding instantaneously. My gut feeling is that any such arc would 
continue and result in a burned out xfmr. The transformer is still working 
fine and has never gotten more than slightly warm to the touch. No smells 
were observed at any time, even when the tubes blew. 


Or what about an intermittent short between HV and the 28 v line somewhere 
in the radio, and how to test for that? 


Does anyone have any thoughts on this failure?

Phasing type exciters like the CE 20A have a more serious problem that 
should be looked at before anything else. 


Their speech amp bandpass is too wide for the linearity of the phase shift 
circuit. To make a long story short, this reduces the effective other- 
sideband suppression & produces an overly wide signal. 


Fix is to restrict the speech amp bandpass but that needs sharp cutoffs, 
not easily achieved with just fiddling with RC time constants. QST & CQ 
showed some fixes & ads for fixes along the way. 


A more fundemental problem is that speech processing techniques which work 
well on AM do not all work as well on SSB, e.g. audio clipping.

I finally got the Pan Am Tropical about which I posted some 
information the other day. The price was right this time. You may see 
one like it in the Museum of Radio and Technology web site. The unit in 
my hands was specially built for the navy in 1945.It uses seven metal 
tubes and a 5Y3 rectifier. It also has seven extra sockets for spares in 
the chassis plus a tuning eye tube. Some components are marked Crosley 
and are original. Preliminary checks found a big blown out cap bellow 
the chassis. It seems to have been there for controlling line noise. The 
power transformer is OK! but the audio seems to have an open primary 
:>(. There is no manual but fortunately all the schematic and chassis 
diagrams are pasted inside the cabinet. It uses a whip antenna that is 
integrated and is about 6' long or more. This seems to have been 
designed for troop entertainment. Coverage is AM and from about 6 to 
15.5MC. It will be easy to get it going and I will post more about this 
peculiar set as I go. How did it landed on the island? Well, the place 
were I found it has one of the biggest US naval bases in the Caribbean 
nearby (Roosevelt Roads Base) and PR was a crossing point in WWII. It is 
also at the tip of the Bermuda Triangle :>).

While my weights are brass other material, like steel, could be specified.

Oh knowledgable ones! Long time since I've spoken.... 
I have a Heath HW-16 that I earlier acquired that I am 


refurbishing. While testing tubes I discovered a 
substitution that someone earlier did. Not knowing 


enough, I though I'd better ask. 


For V2, the first oscillator and mixer, a 6U8A is sitting 
there in place of the designated 6EA8. My 1963 ARRL 
Handbook lists the 6EA8 as a triode/sharp cutoff pentode, 
and lists the 6U8A as medium mu triode/sharp cutoff 
pentode. Further, the capacitances, plate voltage, 

grid bias and other numbers are also very different. 


My intention is to go back to the original spec 6EA8 
(after I acquire some to replace with :-), 

but I also want to know what's going on, as tube 
substitution is a mystery to me. The radio otherwise 
seem to be by the schematic, so I can't see any 
adjustments for tube differences. Any guidance? 


BTW, just for the curious, like all HW-16's, the four-section 
electrolytic (80-80-50-40 mfd) was shot. In my case 

the local radio/electronic shop had a NOS 80-80 

FP can, plus then I added a 47 mfd for the 50 and 

a pair of 22 mfd in parallel for the 40 (radial lead 

for those) under the case. Voltages appear to check 

out, but that is as far as I've gotten so far (this is 

xveryx spare time, plus a learning time for me).

The 6U8 and the 6EA8 have been long used interchangeably. There are 
some applications where one might give slightly better or worse performance 
when substituted. If you have 6U8's and the socket calls for a 6EA8, don't 
be bashful to try one! In most cases, you won't notice the difference. 

Before that, when octal tubes were in general use, a ham whose receiver 
had say 6SK7's in it, might try a 6SS7 or a 6SJ7 if this is all he had in the 
junkbox! Many receivers had 6F6's, 6V6's, 6K6's and 6L6's subbed for each 
other! Generally, if you have a 6K6 in the AF output stage (Hallicrafters' 
favorite!) plugging in a 6L6 would work, but was sometimes hard on the 
power transformer. But during a contest on the weekend, who cared as 
all the parts stores were closed and it wouldn't stay in the receiver very 
long anyway! If you have a GE tube manual, the basing diagrams and 
the characteristics data will yield lots of substitutes in a pinch!
